Chicago, June 11.—As the con- 
ferences were breaking up after 
midnight it was plain that many 
who participated felt that neith- 
er Lowden nor Wood would be 
the nominee, and that considera- 
tion of the dark horse list had 
been the chief subject of discus- 
sion. Opinion was too divided 
for an agreement and few were 
confident of being able to center 
upon anyone before tomorrow. 
Four or five men, said to include 
Harding, Knox, Hughes and 
Coolidge, were said to be regard- 
ed by most of the conferees as 


qualified. 


Chicago, June 11.—Senator Borah, 
“ef Idand, one, of Senator Johnson's 
most ardent supporters, announced 
tonight that he would not support 
either Lowden or Wood. 

“If either of them is nominated,” 
he déclared, “the issue before the 


’ American people will not be on the 
platform of the party—it will be on 
the issue of the corruption of the 
American people,” + 

Senator Borah expressed his 
views at a public meeting of John- 
son delegates. 

“We have reached a time when 
it is necessary to talk frankly not 
only with reference to the situa- 
tion in the convention here,” Sena- 
tor Borah said, “but also with ref- 
erene to what the situation will be 
when we leave here with a candi- 
date nominated and our platform in 
our pockets. I'm not here to grati- 
fy personal feeling for or against 
any candidate. 

“From my standpoint, the inter- 
ests of the republican party and of 
this country are superior to the 
right of any individual to hold of- 
fice. Our first object is to nomi- 
nate Hiram Johnson, because he 
holds the confidence of the Ameri- 
can. people. 

“I do not pretend to say that 
there are not other men who could 
be elected if nominated by the con- 
vention tomorrow. , 

Issue Will Be Corruption, 

“But 1 do say with all sincerity 
that either of the two candidates: 
now leading before the convention 
will not receive, if nominated, hun- 
dreds of thousands of republican 
votes. : 
_ “It either of these two leading 
“andidates is nominated, the is- 
8 will be the corruption of the 
electorate. There is no way to avoid 
the issue. This cannot be/ blotted 
out or excused. I can take the 
records of these two men—and they 
are on file officially in Washing- 
ton—read them to an audience and 
leave it to them if these men should 
go into the election.

CHANGES FAVORED 
IN TAX PAYMENTS 


Two Installments Each 
Year, Instead of Three, 
Recommended by City 
Charter Committee. 


The city taxes may become paya- 
ble in two equal installments next 
year instead of three as provided 
for under the present law if the 
favorable report of the charter com- 
mittee, made yesterday, is ratified 
by city council. 

The present ordinance provides 
for the payment of the city tax in 
three equal sums, the first of which 
is due between April 1 and April 
15; the second of which is due be- 
tween June 15 and July 1, and the 
third due between September 1 and 
October 15. 

The ordinance is question requests 
the legislature to amend the city 
charter so as to provide for the 
payment of taxes in two equal 
amounts, the first to be due bDbe- 
tween June 15 and July 1 and the 
second between September 1 and 
October 15, council having no power 
re the necessary change it- 
self. 

The ordinance was reported fa- 
vorably by Councilmen Nutting, 
Murphy and Orme, but Councilman 
Ashley stated that he would fight 
the proposed change when it came 
up in the council. 

The committee also reported fa- 
vorably on an ordinance requesting 
the assembly to amend the charter 
so as to allow cities of 150,000 or 
more inhabitants to issue and sell 
street improvement bonds without 
the assent of two-thirds of the 
voters, provided the bonds shall not 


run for more than ten years,: shall* 


be limited.in amount to the sum 
‘the municip@ility on such 
improvement, shall be issued only 
for grading, paving and repaving. 
shall bear not more than 6 per cent 
interest and shall .be issued with- 
out regard to the amount of the 
other outstanding debts or bonds 
of the municipality.

Caruso Robbed 
Of His Jewelry 
By an Employe 


That Is Belief of Detec- 
tives—May Be Overseas 
End to the Investiga- 
tion. 


East Hampton, N. Y. June 11.— 
Plang to turn Enrico Caruso’s Long 
Island villa into a temporary court- 
house for an inquiry into the mys- 
terious theft of $500,000 worth of 
jewels from Mrs. 
were suddenly held up today as the 
result of a discovery of a pessible 
solution of the mystery. 

District Attorney Young, Sheriff 
Kelly, a stenographer and various 
other officials came to the house 
prepared to conduct a Jolin Doe in- 
quiry, put everybody in the house 


under oath and take their deposi- 
tions. 


“Inside Job.” 

The district attorney called in- 
formally with employees and de- 
tectives and then said he was sure 
that it had been an “inside job.” 

“Certain matters have been devel- 
oped by detectives that warranted 
postponement,” he added. “The ends 
of justice might be defeated if in- 
quiry was held today.” e 

Corroborating the belli of de- 
tectives that Caruso was robbed by 
an employee, it was discovered to- 
day that a screen had been cut from 
the inside, the presumption being 
that the thief tried to indicate to 
investigators that the robbers 
gained entrance to. the -villa in this 
manner. 

Mrs. Caruso expressed the belief 
that the jewels were hidden on the 


grounds, having been buried hur-- 


riedly before the thief deliberately 
set off the burglar alarm in her 
boudoir, thereby leading to the dis- 
covery of the theft. Detectives say 
they have learned that.some at- 
taches of the household were fa- 
miliar with the working of the 
alarm, having experimented with 
the jewel chest to determine how 
jewels could be removed without 
setting off the gong. 
Overseas End Is Possible. 

The possibility of an overseas end 
to the investigation developed when 
detectives found that one of the 
maids employed by Mrs. Caruso had 
dinner in New York city with a.man 
last Friday night and that this’man 
sailed for Italy last adanitog 4 ~ 
day the theft was discovered by the 
ringing of a burglar alarm which 
District Attorney Young said was 
“staged.” :

LOWDEN ALSO INJURED 
BY THE ADJOURNMENT 


Claimed That Johnson 
Forces Worked With 
Old Guard to Bring 
Adjournment — Harding 
May Come to Front 
Today.

«Chicago, June _  11.—(Special.)— 
When Lodge ran out the steam 
roller at 7 o’clock tonight and 
forced an adjournment of the con- 
vention by a viva voce vote in less 
than thirty minutes after the dele- 
gates had refused by a roll-call 
vote of more than ‘three to one to 
adjourn, it very probably sounded 
the death knell of General Leonard 


Wood for the nomination, but was \ 


also a staggering blow at Lowden, 
who had made the largest percent- 
age of gains in the four ballots 
taken. ~ 

The movement was made boldly 
to defeat Wood and primarily in 
the interest of Harding, for it car- 
ried with it the indorsement of 
Borah, the floor manager for John- 
son, who recognized the+el ation 
of the Californian, and who is fight- 
ing vigorously the deliyery of the 
Johnson vote to either Wood or 
Lowden. 

Sitaation Summarized. 
The situation in a nutshell, there- 
fore, is as follows: 

The old guard, under the threat 
of a bolt by the Johnson wing, 
agreed first to a platform compro- 
mise and then to throw the con- 
vention open to a free-for-all fight 
without the lash of boss control. 
When it commenced this morning, 
however, the big corporate inter- 
ests that control an inside faction 
of the old guard wing of the party 
in the convention machinery, deé- 
termined to force the nomination 
of Lowden at any cost, even in the 
face of a barrage from the com- 
bined forces of the other major 
candidates. To that end it caught 
up. the Lowden ends and whipped 
them again into a tight cord. The 
greatest ovation of the day was 
staged for him, ‘and, with despera- 
tion, a stampede on the third ballot 
was planned and attempted. It 
failed to progress sufficiently, how- 
ever, to put him in the lead over 
Wood. The general also moved up a 
notch and ended a good length 
ahead of the Illinois governor. 
Lowden Forces Planned Stampede. 

Following the third ballot the 
Johnson forces: moved to adjourn, 
but both the Lowden and Wood 
forces fought it, the Lowden forces 
believing they could stage the 
stampede on the fourth ballot, 
while the Wood forces knew their 
whole hope was to keep in session 
in order to prevent the old. guard 
throwing them out of the 
running. 

Overwhelmingly, therefore, the 
adjournment motion was voted 
down andthe fourth ballot was 
taken. , In this, however, the ex- 
pected stampede to Lowden did not 
develop, and the Johnson forces 
showed evidences of a wild break- 
away. It was quickly seen that the 
break would be to the interest of 
Wood. Thereupon the Johnson 
leaders in combination with those 
old guard bosses who are afraid of 
Lowden, and who are planning for 
either Harding or one of the dark 
horses of the old stand-pat type, 
ran out the roller and Lodge and 
Smoot flattened the much-heralded 
“free-for-all convention” to a wafer 
and the presidential candidate will 
be named by the star-chamber 
process tonight. 

Lowden or One of His Type. 


It may be recalled that these dis- 
patches have maintained that Wood 
would be rolled, Johnson eliminated 
and an old guard-put over, with 
Lowden leading the old-gtard field. 
What trades can made during 
the night rémain to be seen. Low- 
den’s big lead over all old guard 
candidates gives him an advantage 
in the trading. but, with the John- 
son vote constituting almost a bal- 
ance of power, it is not improbable 
that Harding will develop when the 
first roll is called in the morning. 
At any rate, if Johnson can prevent 
it from being Lowden, it will be 
an old machine candidate of the 
Lowden-Harding-Penrose type.

PLANS 10 TRADE 


WITH DEMOCRATS 


Federa ion to Offer Sup- 
port If Democratic Con- 
vention Will Accept La- 
bor Platform Demands. 


FIRST STEP AN ATTACK 
ON REPUBLICAN PARTY 


‘To Be Followed by an 
Appeal to Democratic 
Party to Put Labor’s 
Policy in Its Platform. 


Montreal, June 11.—The Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, in con- 
vention here, made preparations to- 
night to offer the support of or- 
ganized labor to the democratic 
party in return for its acceptance of 
the labor platform demands which 
leaders declare the republican party 
has ignored. Labor leaders  an- 
nounced tonight that the subject 
would be placed before the federa- 
tion’s convention tomorrow. The 
first step, they said, would be @ 
condemnation of the republican 
party, to be followed by an appeal 
to the democratic party for incor- 
poration of labor’s policy in its plat- 
form. 

Samuel Gompeérs and other™~abor 
leaders were in session late today 
preparing a plan of action. They 
declined to divulge their decision, 
but indicated “drastic action against 
the republican party would be pro- 
posed.” 

Talk of Labor Party. 

Delegates and labor 
showed considera 
the formatiOn of a labor party, 

Those close to Mr. Gompers, how- 
ever, asserted tonight that the ac- 
tion of the republican convention 
would have .a effect on the non- 
partisan political program and there 
was “not the slightest possibility” 
of labor putting a party in the field 
this year. 

Pacific coast delegates, advocates 
of a labor party. made use of the 
situation and pressed their plan to 
have the convention authorize a 
committee to investigate during the 
next year the feasibility of organ- 
izing a~tabor party and r v,ort at 
the 1921 convention. If they get 
sufficient support for this proposal 
they are prepared to place it before 
the convention early .next week. 

The only resolution adopted by 
the convention today provided that 
“every effort be made by the organ- 
ized labor movement to the end 
that schools, hospitals, asylums and 
similar public or private institu- 
tions, factories as well as other 
forms of buildings requiring proper 
care against the dangers of fire, 
shall be provided with approved ap- 
pliances for the prevention of fire.” 
Organized labor was also urged to 
aid in enforcing legislation to tend 
to safeguard life, 
ert 

Irish Question to Front. 

Despite that the convention is 
being held on British soil, Matthew 
Woll, vice president of the federa- 
tion, declared tonight that the Irish 
resolution will be taken up for dis- 
cussion and adopted by the dele- 
gates. , 

James Simpson, of Toronto, vice 
president of the Canadian Trades 
and Labor congress, said that if the 
federation Wants to discuss Ireland, 
it is their privilege. 

Several of the Canadian dele- 
gates announced today that they 
would not participate in any debate 
of the Irish question, but would 
leave the matter entirely in the 
hands of the Amcrican delegates. 

When asked what would be the 
result of the rejection of labor’s de- 
mand by the republican party, Mr. 
Gompers’ only comment was: 

“You may draw your own Iinfer- 
ence.” 

He declined to comment on the 
possibility of labor abandoning its 
non-partisan political policy by put- 


ting a labor party in the field. 

The plank, Mr. Gompers asserted, 
is directly contrary to what labor 
had demanded of the republican 
party. “We had asked the conven- 
tion to go on record in favor of the 
repeal of the compulsory arbitra- 
tion sections of the transportation 
act.” he added, “but the republicans 
appear to have not only refused our 
suggestion, but would extend it to 
all utilities.” “ 

Mr. Gompers arrived here today 
from Chicago, where he had pre- 
sented tabor’s argument to the na- 
tional committee. 


Plan to Attack Rail Managers. 


Charges that managements of 
American railroads are “dishonest” 
were made today by Glenn E. 
Plumb, originator of the Plumb 
Plan for public ownership of the 
railroads, in addressing the conven- 
tion. They cannot be otherwise, he 
said, under the present system in 
the United States, which “sur- 
rounds them with temptation.” 

“There is every inducement to be 
dishonest at the present time,” he 
added. “They cannot be condemed. 
I woyld not trust my own integrity 
as a leader of a great railroad.

Washington Has Bought 

14,000 Tons—Arranging 
to Provide Sugar for 
Canning. 


Buenos Aires, June 11.—The United 
States government has bought 14,- 
600 tons of Argentine sugar. 


New York, June 11.—Thirty-four 
million pounds of sugar will be 
available for commercial ¢anners 
and preservers during the _ five 
months from June 1 to October 31, 
A. W. Riley, special assistant to At- 
torney General Palmer. announced 
here today. Assurances that the su- 


gar will be provided were given, 
Mr. Riley said, by -representatives 
of the leading refineries. 

Répresentatives of the canning 
and preserving industries to¥i him, 
Mr. Riley said, that both industries 
were in a serious condition due to 
the threatened shortage of sugar. 
The refiners promised, he added, 
that the supply would be available 
at a reasonable price. They ex- 
pressed willingness to fill the: or- 
ders of ajl essential industries, but 
déclared the principal obstacle was 
lack of transportation facilities. 

The 34,000,000 pounds will Be di- 
vided evenly between the canners 
and preservers. 


NON-ESSENTIAL INDUSTRIES 
MUST CUT CONSUMPTION. 

Washington, June 11.—Sugar dis- 
tribution to enable housewives of 
the country to do their preserving 
for next winter, depended on ‘the 
active co-operation of candy and. 
soft-drink manufacturers with ‘the 
government war-time rationing 
plan, it was explained todayby How- 
ard Figg, in charge of the depart- 
ment of justice’s campaign against 
the high cost of living. 

Agreements have been reached 
between refiners and the essential 
industries In the several states, Mr. 
Figg said, by which the canners 
will receive enough sugar to handle 
the summer crop of fruits and vege- 
tables. But in order to put enough 
suger on the open market to care 
for individual needs, he stated, non- 
essential industries must agree to 
reduce their consumption. 

Hotels and restaurants are agree- 
ing to reduce their sugar service 
and candy and soft-drink manufac- 
turers are indicating their willing- 
ness to co-operate with the depart- 
ment, he declared. Beeause tere. 
are no laws to aid the gove nt 
in its efforts to.relie@2 the sugar, 
shortage, Mr. Figg centinued, the 
success ef the’ government’s plan 
depends upon the voluntary co-op- 
eration of both producers and con- 
sumers. |

Elwell shared his residence with 
friends, but they have been out of 
He went to a 
theater party last night and about 
midnight returned home alone in a 
taxicab. His evening clothes were 
found near his bed, but the bed 
clothes had not been disturbed, the 
presumption being that after dis- 
rohing he sat down to read about 


While concluding that robbery 
was not the motive for the murder 
because money and other valuables 
in the house sfere not disturbed, the 
investigat recalled that three 
burglars, Were caught trying to rob 
the resid@nce about a year ago.

Chicago, June 11.—Four bailots in 


the republican national convention™ 


today failed to unite the necessary 
majority on a nominee. 

It was the first time since 1888 
that more than three ballots found 
the party without a choice and the 
seventh time since the nomination 
of Lincoln that more than one ballot 
had: been- required. 

The big three—Wood, Lowden 
and. Johnson—were at their high 
water marks when the convention, 
after the fourth ballot adjourned 
until 10 o’clock tomorrow morning. 

The contest then stood: Wood, 


314%; Lowden, 289; Johnson, 140%} . 


Hoover, 5; Harding, 614%; 
79%; Coolidge, 26; Butler, 20: Kno 
2; Poindexter, 16; Sutherland, g

At the adjournment hour it still 
remained a three-cornered fight be- 
tween Wood, Lowden and Johnson, 
for the remaining twelve contest- 
ants held only 240 scattering votes 
ballotamong them and most of them 
had been losing steadily since the 
first ballot, some one of the big 
three making accessions at their 
expense.

POLES CLAIM VICTORY 
OVER THE BOLSHEVIK 


Warsaw, June 11.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The great battle 
along the River Beresina, which De- 
gan on May 14, was crowned yes- 
terday with’a great success for the 
Poies, according to the Polish of- 
ficial communique today. 

The bolsheviki, says the state- 
ment, had concentrated nine di- 
visions of infantry in this sectcr 
to take the initiative by throwing 
all their forces into the attack. 

Bitter fighting resulted, various 
positions changing hand frequently. 
The encmy, however, was definitely 
defeated on June 8, the communique 
States, and the next day the Poles 
attacked and drove the bulk of the 
hostile forces beyond the Beresina, 
taking 600 prisoners and capturing 
numerous guns. 

At the junction of the Beresina 
and the Dneister Polish detachments 
made a daring dash and destreved 
fifty boats the bolsheviki had ,re- 
pared for a crossing of the river. 

North of Kiev, adds the statement, 
the soviet forces are developing se- 
rious activities in the vicinity of 
Tehernobil, near the junction of the 
Pripet and the Dnieper.

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OUR SUICIDES 
ON ARMY VESSEL 


Tragedies on Mount Ver- 
non Follow Breaking of 
Propeller — Transport 
Carries Czecho- Slovak 
Troops. 


Washington, June 11.—Four per- 
sons on board the army transport 


Mount Verno: committed suicide 
after one of the ship’s propellers 
broke off the Virginia coast, accord- 
ing to a radio dispatch received 
here today. Their names_.or the cir- 
cumstances wore not wiven. 

The transport has aboard 4,000 
Czecho-Slovak troops who are be- 
ing taken to their native land from 
Siberia, 990 German.war prisoners 
under a United States army guard, 
and 250 women and children. She 
is heading fo: Norfolk and is due 
there tomorrow. 

The Czecho-Slovak legation here 
has appealed to the American Red 
Cross for aid when the ehip arrives. 
Nurses in and around Norfolk are 
being mobilized to meet the ship 
and others are held in readiness 
here to go to Norfolk should they 
be needed. 

Tha Czecho-Slovak troops and the 
war prisoners will be quartered at 
the Norfolk army base while the 
transport is repairing and will be 
held in quarantine for ten days. 

The legation later explained that 
the long and monotonous voyage 
from Vliadivostek had greatly low- 
ered the morale of the returning 
troops and that the Red Cross, Y. 

Se A Ree 
been asked to do all they could 
to cheer up these aboard when the 
vessel reaches Norfolk.

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OF SUFRAGE ALLANGE 


Geneva, June 11.-—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)\—Mrs. Carrie , Chap- 
man Catt was unanimously re- 
elected president of the Interna- 
tional Woman Suffrage alliance at 
this morning’s session of its con- 
gress here. She had agreed to ac- 
cept the office, it was announced, 
despite her declaration in a speech 
yesterday that she felt compelled to 


retire. 

Women of the orient spoke at the 
meeting of the International Wom- 
an Suffrage congress, delegates 
from Japan, India and Turkey dis- 
cussing the situation and the trials 
of women in their respective coun- 
tries. The progress made in recent 
years in ucation, hygiene and 
public life was shuwn to be impor- 
tant, and great enthusiasm was 
areused by a masterly address by 
Mrs. Naidu. the Indian  poetess, 
whose work is Known in America. 

After the oriental feature of the 
evening session had been completed, 
Mrs. Josephus Daniels spoke, bring- 
ing a message of sympathy to the 
congress from President Wilson, 
who appointed her America’s offi- 
cial delegate. She referred to an 
address by Mr. Wilson in September, 
1917, when he said women were 
greatly helping in the war and that 
he depended upon their participa- 
tion in future councils. 

“War lifted women out of narrow 
thoughts and_e selfishness,” Mrs. 
Daniels added. “Women must aim 
straight and keep their nerves 
steady on entering political life. 
They must fight against drugs and 
drink and help to rebyild tne broken 
world.”

They were that Griffith wiil 
withdraw his suit and grant to the 
city a strip of land on Spring street 
and another on Parker street, said 
tc be necessary to the city’s widen- 
‘ng rroeject, if the city will ra‘se 
his dwelling house to the new level 
of Spring street, which is fifteen 
feet above the ground on which the 
house stands. Mr. Hewlett esti- 
mated the cost of such an operation 
at £4,000. 

Iie admitted that Griffith had 
been offered $10,000 for his prop- 
erty, but stated shat he could not 
find another dwelling in the city 
equal to it for the same money. 

Several other owners, cleiming to 
be damaced by the filling in of the 
street, addressed the committee, and

ter, Giving Commission 
Broad Powers, Will Be 
Presented ® Council

A draft of an amendment to  « 


city charter creating a city plan- 
ning commission to promote the 
welfare of the city was submitted 
to the present unofficial commis- 
sion by its chairman, Colonel W. L. 
+Peel, at a meeting held yesterday 
afternoon in the city hall. 

If enacted into law, it will pro- 
vide for the "appointment of six 
members by the mayor, who will be 
a member ex-officio, and a paid 
secretary, each member to be ap- 
pointed for a period of four years 
and to serve without compensation. 

The commission's president need 
noed not be a member of the body, 
but the vice president must be. 

Commixsion’s Pewers. 

The commission, under the 
g@mendment, will have power to 
recommend or suggest to the coun- 
cil and other public authorities plans 
for the laying out, widening, ex- 
tending, parking and. locating of 
streets, sidewalks and boulevards, 
the relief of traffic congestion, de- 
velopment and housing and sanita- 
tion conditions, and the establish- 
ment of zones or districts, limiting 
the use, height, area and bulk of 
buildings, structures: to recommend 
to the city council and all other 
public authorities plans for the 
erection of the future growth, de- 
velopment and improvement of the 
municipalty. in respect to its public 
and pfivate buildings and work, 
streets, parks, grounds and vacant 
lots, and plans consistent with the 
future growth and development of 
the city in order to secure to the 
city and its inhabitants sanita- 
tion and proper service of all publie 
utilities: to study and to propose 
such measures as may be advisable 
for the promotion of the public in- 
terest, health, morals, safety, ‘com- 
fort, convenience and welfare of 
said city and other area for six 
miles adjacent thereto. 

Other provisions follow: 

All maps of land, laid out in 
building lets and streets, intended 
to be dedicated to public use, and 
all plans for laying out, widening, 
extending, parking and _ locating 
streets or plans for public build- 
ings shall first be submitted to the 
commission by the engineer or Own- 
er of said property. 

Must be Submitted. 

“All plans for sewers to be placed 
in any property or . subdivision 
where lots are intended to be scld 
shall first be submitted es the com- 
mission for its approval. 

“All plans of land from which 
lots are to be sold shall first be 
submitted to the commission tor its 
approval: before they shall be re- 
corded. ‘ .

| HEALTH TALKS 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


SOUR GRAPES. 


“My Dear Dr. Brady: I am a rheu- 
matic sufferer. Would the daily 
use of sour apples oranges, lemons, 
etc., be for or against my welfare?” 
—W. G. M. 

This iuquiry is typical of a great 
many to the same effect. It is 
prompted, first, by an old but un- 
founded notion that the various dis- 
eases which careless or. indifferent 
folks are content to call “rheu- 
matism” are Caused by “uric acid” 
and that consequently anything of 
an acid character in the food would 
be injurious; and, second; by a 
pseudo-scientific propaganda based 
on this dear old notion and exploit- 
ed for profit by various modern 
Princes of Plausibility—the  old- 
time quackery having passed with 
the passing of shotgun concoctions, 
a new style has taken its place, and 
the great Wiseheimer family, pa- 
trons of the new style, like to be 
told by the Prince of Plausibility 
just how the treatment works, you 
know. A Wiseheimer is never s0 
happy as when (he thinks) he un- 
derstand the etiology. pathology 
and therapeutics of his ailment just 
as well as, if not a lUttle better, 
than the shrewd healer who yearns 
to take him in. Look the quack 
literature of the day over some time 
when your health will stand for it, 
and see whether this is not s0. 

No disease, not even that rarest 
of joint lesions called gout, has 
been proved to be due to uric acid 
or ny other acid or acid sub- 
stante. Least of all have the more 
common diseases popularly misin- 
terpreted as “rheumatism” any rela- 
tion with uric acid or uric acid 
metabolism. Victims of this profit- 
able buncombe of the charlatan 
should know that uric acid is a 
normal end-product of healthy me- 
tabolism or life, and that its pres- 
ence in the blood or urine is iIn- 
variably noted when these fluids are 
chemically tested, no matter wheth- 
er the subject is well or ill. It is 
true the amounts of uric acid er 
compounds thereof vary under 
varying circumstances of diet, exer- 
cise, health and disease. But I re- 
peat, no one has yet proved that 
uric acid is concerned in the causa- 
tion of any disease. 

The acid of grapefruit, lemons, 
limes and oranges is citric acid. 
This is- converted to an alkaline 
salt, potassium or sodium citrate, 
in digestion. The citrate is oxidized 
in the blood to alkaline carbonates 
—cCarbonates of potassium sodium, 
magnesium, etc. These carbonates 
are found present in the blood of 
every healthy individual. Thus the 
citrous fruits render the blood 
more alkaline, and, as chemistry 
show; they also render the urine 
less acid. The free use of lemons 
or Oranges, for tnetance, is one of 
the most effectivé means of dimin- 
ishing excessive acidity of the urine 
in various conditions. 

A similar fate is met by the tar- 
taric acid of grapes and the acid 
elements of pineapples, currants, 
prunes, apples, cranberries, etc. In 
exceptional cases it is advisable t 
avoid certain fruits, vegwatables an 
other food containinz oxalic acid 
which is not oxidized in the body. I 
have discussed this in a previous

Editor Constitution: You have 
been giving your readers some 


thou@hts and discussions touching 
very vital matters, especially the 
food supply. I wish to sound a few 
notes from the angle of vision of the 
man between the plow handles. 
There is never an effect without a 
cause. First, the seed sown, then 
the blade, then the full fruitage. 
Germany running amuck is not pri- 
marily the cause of all our troubles, 
but an occasion furnishing an op- 
portunity to test the strength of a 
constitution that guarantees equal 
rights and opportunities to all and 
special privileges to none. 

The money power was never s0 
well organized as today, and the 
goal seems to be to control all income 
and output of every industry. Over- 
flowing coffers, seeking safe invest- 
ments, have caused such fictitious 
values to be placed upon farming 
lands that many well-to-do farmers 
have sold out and moved to town. 
At the close of the war between the 
states, our soldiers returned bare- 
footed and in tattered garments 
clad, and went to work to repair 
the damage. Our women held the 
distaff and moved the shuttle witha 
courage as daring as the heroes at 
Valley Forge and Bunker Hill. But 
today, as a by-product, or aftermath 
of war wages, We bury a 10-cent ne- 
gro ina$lv coffin; we have on ex- 
hibition a 75-cent girl in bob-tail 
skirt, with painted face, under a 
$15 hat, a patron saint of the dope 
stand, card table, dance hall and the 
movies. Also, the $2 boy in a $10 
silk shirt, cigarette in his mouth, 
highest ambition, to dish out dope, 
burn gasoline, beafan at the base- 
ball and attend the movies. These

But back to the farm. With lands| 
valued at from $75 to $200 per acre, 
no young man or boy with fair in- 
telligence can be persuaded to stay 
on the farm, or he knows that he 
canhhot bargain for, move upoOn,.im- 
prove, keep up and pay fer it-in a 
lifetime out of hts own labor.

Thousands of acres will stand idle 
this year, and many others not well 
tilled. The issue is about this: 
The man owning the land, living 
uponit, prosperous, well contented, 
lawabiding, or absentee landlord, or 
syndicate,, peasant or serf tenant. 
The saddest feature—our churches 
not filled with worshipers, our 
schools, though better housed, far 
below being well manned. The need 
of the hour: A prophet in the pulpit 
that willgive nouncertain sound as 
to doom: some statesmen in the sen- 
ate chambers, neither for sale or 
self, and a great multitude of lay- 
men in the pews willing to do a full 
day’s work and be content with a

BANKERS PRESIDENT 


H. Warner Martin Named 
by State Association at 
Final Session. 


Athens, Ga., June 11.—(Special.) 
The solution of the bolshevist prob- 
lem lies in a bank account, declared 
Thomas B. McAdams, prominent 
Richmond, Va., banker and second 
vice president of the American 
Bankers’ association, at the closing 
session of the Georgia Bankers’ as- 
sociation here today. Mr. McAdams 
said Austria was saved from bol- 
shevism because one out of every 
fourth citizen of that nation was 
the possessor of a bank account. 

He outlined the purpose and scope 
of the American Bankers’ associa- 
tion and gave some pertinent facts 
concerining the work the associa- 
tion has accomplished and contem- 
plates in the future. 

In conclusion, Mr. McAdams 
stated that the country is drunk 
with selfishness and urged bank- 
ers tO co-operate, to the end that 
labor and capital might be drawn 
closer together. He stated his be- 
lief that labor should be paid ‘fair 
wages, but that increased pay for 
increased ke@fing should cease. 

Referring to the socialistic ten- 
denscies of the majority of labor, Mr. 
McAdams stated: “I still prefer to 
pin my faith to the constitution of 
a Jefferson and a Madison, to the 
life-giving constriiction of a Mar- 
shall, to the administration of Wil- 
son, or a Washington, or a Lincoln, 
or Cleveland. or Roosevelt than to 
imperil the destiny of our country 
by the adoption of anv fundamental 
law that may be drafted by a Ber- 
ger, construed by a Hillquist, or ad- 
ministered by a Debs under the in- 
spiration of a Lenine or a Trotzky.”

win Crosby, a delegate to the dem- 
ecratic national convention in: San 
Francfsco. A woman president of 
the United States, she says, is “re- 

. but not tmpnssible, say, in 


gevernment and make better men 
and women, When I speak of re- 
ligion I don’t mean any particular 
creed, but the religien of the gos- 
pels, the Ten Commandments and 
the Sermon on the Mount. The 
world is money mad. Religion alone 
will free it from its selfishness 
and unrest.” 

Mrs. Crosby, wno has been called 
“the mother of New York women 
democrats,” a white-haired, digni- 
fied matron of more than three- 
score years—she is the widow of a 
judge—declared the 300 or more 
women delegates would go to the 
convention with the determination 
to nominate a strong man and put 
through a “constructive” program. 

“It will be the greatest conven- 
tion ever held," she said, “because 
women for the first time will have 
a voice in it, I expeet to see a bit- 
ter fight, pert apart. over the 
question of majority or unit rule. I 
can, of course, only speak for my- 
self and what the women may do 
when they enter the convention 
will depend largely upon the action 
they take in the preliminary cau- 
cuses.”

Washington, June  11.—Official 
cable advices today reported that 
the province of Koritza, in south- 
ern Albania, has been evacuated by 
the French troops and turned over 
to the forces of the Albaniang gov- 
ernment.

Levon Shamlian and his fath- 
er were separated from the rest of 
the family by the Turks and Lveon 
was forced to go into the Turkish 
army and has never heard from his 
father.

Statement in Full. 
; statement in detail is as fol- 


the request of a representa- 
tive of the West DeKalb Improve- 
ment association, the commission- 
er of roads and revenues of the 
county, L. T. Y. Nash, has an- 
nounced his 1920 road _ building 
schedule. The work contemplated 
during the present calendar year 
is necessarily limited. The high 
cost of labor, which affects much 
of the material, particularly the 
repared stone, and which is the 
argest item in road building ex- 
pense, makes new construction work 
almost prohibitive. The number of 
convicts available is comparatively 
small, and at present these are all 
needed in handling general repairs. 
After repairs are completed, which 
Will probably be in a few weeks, 
these convicts will be used in pre- 
paring the stone. 
Transportation Situation. 

“Almost without exception the 
new road work will be done by free 
labor, most of it by contract. Ship- 
ment of material by railroads is, 
to put it mildly, very uncertain. 
Some of the railroads in the south 
have stated they will ship stone 
for road construction on flat cars 
only. This meens more expense in 
unloading than by using dump cars. 

“These conditions, together with 
the fact that labor is scarce as well 
as expensive, have influenced the 
commissioner to go slow with new 
work this year. Another phase of 
the labor question is that the class 
of labor needed for road work is 
largely the same class that the 
farmers are crying for to work their 
crops. 

“In the bond election last year 
$750,000 of bonds were authorized. 
Of these only $250,000 have been 
sold and realized par. This money 
is now’ on deposit drawing interest, 
and it will continue td® draw in- 
terest until needed. This amount, 
$250,000, is all that the commis- 
sioner contemplates spending this 
year except that it will probably 
be supplemented by state aid for 
the use on .the state highway and 
possibly by federal aid later. If 
conditions should warrant some ad- 
ditional new work not now contem- 
plated, additional bonds can be sold. 
The anticipated road revenue from 
taxes this year, $89,000, is all need- 
ed for general and emergency re- 
pair work. 

Bridge Construction. 

“The bridge construction fund, al- 
though a part of the tax revenue, 15S 
entirely separate, although it comcs 
under the jurisdiction of the com- 
missioner. The 1920 revenue for 
bridges will be around $50,000. As 
the heavy rains and floods of the 
past winter washed out about twen- 
ty-five DeKalb county bridges, and 
as it is the policy of the commIis- 
sioner to rebuild almost entirely of 
steel and concrete, this amount Is 
not enough to do all that should be 
done. The commissioner is going 
to make this fund go as far as pos- 
sible. e 
“All of the projects listed Below 
and many more were on the provi- 
sional map which was issued for 
general information and upon which 
the bond issue was based, These 
were decided upon as the ones that 
‘would do the most good to the 
greatest number of the citizens of 
the county. In arriving at this de- 
cision the commissioner had the 
advice of five of the leading citi- 
zens representing as many sections. 
The additional projects will be 
scheduled as soon as conditions war- 
rant. It must he remembered, how- 
ever, that at present prices $750,- 
000 will only build half as many 


miles of new roads as it would have 


done in pre-war days. 

“The 1920 schedule announced by 
the commissioner is _ as follows: 

“DeKalh Avenue—Moreland street 
to Mason’s crossing, surface to he 
of asphalt concrete, same As Ponce 
de Leon avenue between Moreland 
avenue and Ponce de Leon park. 
Estimated cost around $34.000. 
County contributes nearly $10,000, 
the work to-be handled through the 
city of Atlanta, and the additional 
cost to be assessed against thé 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany and abutting property own- 
ers. Work to start as soon as pos- 


sible.

Rules tor Entrance 


To Atlanta Schools 
Given Out by Dykes 


Rules of the educational depart- 
ment of the city relating to the 
entrance of pupils and the opening 
of the schools next fall were given 
out at Superintendent Dykes’ office 
yesterday, and are summarized as 
follows for the benefit of teachers, 
Pupils and others interested in the 
regulations which govern the 
School activities: 

Seating tickets will be issued at the city 
hall between June 21 and August 14. After 
that date tickets will be issued, but seats 
will not be guaranteed. All children are 
required to attend school six months per 
calendar year between their eighth and fif- 
teenth birthdays unless they have complet- 
ed the seventh grade. 

Certificates of successful vaccination by 
a local physician must be submitted. 

Pupils who wish to make up work on. 
which they have failed of promotion must 
take entrance examinations at the school 
where the failure occurred. Seventh grade 
non-promoted pupils must remove their de- 
ficiencies at the grammar school last at- 
tended before applying for admission to the 
hich schools. 

Entrance examination will be held at all 
the grammar schools Friday, September 10, 
and at all the high schoolg Wednesday, 
September 8, at 8:30 o’clock. 

Pupils desiring to attend the night schools 

are to report at the school Monday night, 
September 13, at 6:80 o'clock. 
First grade pupils must be 6 years old 
at the opening of sch % September 13, 
otherwise tickets will ft be issued until 
they become six years old. i 

Unless the parent or guardian of a child 
lives in the incorporate limits of the city, 
the child is not entitled to a seat. Non- 
residents will not be legally enrolled until 
Wednesday of the first week of school. They 
must first secure a statement from the prin- 
cipal certifying that there is room in school 
and that they are prepared to enter, must 
present such statement to the business man- 
ager at the office and pay a half year’s 
tuition. 

Non-residents may take the entrance ex- 
aminations with the other pupils and report 
at school on the opening day and remain 
until they are seated or rejected. Tuition 
for non-residents in the grammar schools is 
£50 per year; in the high schools $100 per 
year. 

Teachers are to report for normal work 
Tuesday, September 7, at 9 o’clock: high 
school teachers at their respective schools, 
grammar school teachers at the Girls’ High 
school, and negro teachers at Yonge Street 
echool, 

Janitors and applicants for ianitors’ 
places will meet at the Boys’ High school 
Saturday, September 4, at 9 o'clock. 


HE OPPOSES WORK 
ON SPRING STREET 


M. H. Abbott, of the Abbott Frr-

New York, June 11.—The cotton 
market opened unchanged to 13 
points lower, and sold 13 to 20 
points below last night’s closing 
figures during the early session. 

Reports that returns to a promi- 
rent southern authority indicate 
an improvement of about 2 points 
in the condition of the crop for the 
first half of the month, encouraged 
the selling movement, particularly 
in view of the continued good 
weather. 

Trade interests bought on a scale 
down, however, and after early of- 
ferings had been absorbed, there 
appeared to be very few sellers 
around the ring. 

December sold up from 34:20 to 
34.46 and closing prices were gen- 
erally 2 to 8 points higher on ac- 
tive months.

NEW ORLEANS COTTON 
HAS SLIGHT DECLINE 


New Orleans, June 11.—During the 
Sreater part of the session today 
the cotton market stood at small 
declines showing only narrow price 
movements and being steadied by 
continued crop complaints, chiefiy 
in the form of reports of grassy 
fields and inadequate labor to clean 
them, continued spre d of the boll 
weevil and abandonr. ont of acre- 
age, one private bureau statement 
being that abandonment was on the 
greatest Scale eVer known. 

The best weather prevailed over 
the belt and the forecast indi- 
cated little change for the next 
twenty-four hours, but weather 
conditions encouraged surprisingly 
little selling. The market closed 
for the day at net losses of 5 to 
8 points. , 

On the opening, and for a short 
time after, the tendency was to sag 
under poor cables and favorable 
weather returns, but a decline of 15 
to 25 points the downward move- 
ment was checked and a reaction 
set in which lasted until prices 
were 7 points higher to 2 points 
lower than the close of yesterday. 

The market sagged again in the 
second half of the session, but only 
in a moderate ay. Late in they 
day the tone was steadied by mill 
takings’ — the week of 170,000 
bales of erican cotton, against 
25,000 this week last year. 

A private bureau report on con- 
dition of 65.8, showing improve- 
ment for the half month of only 1.8 
points, was construed bullishly. A 
forecast of 562,000 bales as the con- 
sumption of cotton in May in this 
country, against 488,000 the same 
month last year, was also a sup- 
porting influence.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, June 11.—(Special.)—The map 
was called perfect, so the market marked 
time. An improvement in condition of 1 
point was published by a southern bureau 
and this served to steady the market. : In- 
creased, activity on the part of the weevil 
was reported from practically all sections. 
The day is close at hand when the trade 
will realize there is no chance to make any- 
thing approaching an average cotton crop. 

ORMSBEE & LANDECKER. 


New Orleans, June 11.—(Special.)—There 
was no decided tendency to market today, 
good weather: reports and improving crop 
accounts being offset by bullish statistical 
developments and advices of weevil activity. 
According to rumors, returns to the Na- 
tional Ginners’ association average the semi- 
monthly improvement in crop only i.8 points, 
or 65.8 versus their report of 64 two weeks 
ago, and indicate consumption in the United 
States during May to have been 562,000 
bales of lint versus 488,000 for correspond- 
ing month last year. The greatest improve- 
ment in condition of crop during June was 
5.3 points in 1914 and unless the improve- 
ment tnis month of this year is 7.7 points 
the July bureau will figure the lowest on 
record for that period, as was the June bu- 
reau, because the lowest previous July bu- 
reau on record was 70 last year. Indica- 
tions are for provable showers in Texas over 
night and there is the possibility of bad 
weather developing in the cotton region over 
the week-end owing to the appearance of 
a low barometer 29.50 in the far northwest. 
Fair weather is predicted for the eastern 
half of the belt. 

Week before last the world’s visible sup- 
ply of American cotton showed a relative 
loss for the week compared with last year 
of 117,000 bales and the relative loss for 
the past week was 166,000, making a rela- 
tive loss of 282,000 for the past two weeks. 
At the opening of this season the world’s 
visible supply of American was 1,245,000 
larger than last season, now the excess over 
ene year ago is only 195,000, figuring 3,607,- 
000 against 3,352,000, with prospects of be- 
ing smaller than last year by the end of this 
season, or at the close of July. In view of 
the fact that the available is being reduced 
to small proportions, much of. which is of 
low grades, the trade has depended almost 
entirely upon prospects for the new crop 
to provide for next season's requirements, 
which are likely to be much larger than re- 
quirements of this season. 

With the condition of the growing crop 
remaining. the lowest on.record for this. pe- 
riod of the year, the position of the staple 
present and prospective appears very bull- 
ish.

“DROP IN BUILDING 


.MATERIALS TO AID 
MACON HOUSING | 


Macon, Ga. June 11.—(Special.)— 
With the announcement of a 15 per 
cent reduction in the price of build- 
ing materials by’the local dealers, 
considerable impetus is being given 
to the home building campaign, 
which has been launched in Macon 
by the Macon Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


Due to the transportation tieup, 
the movement of lumber into the 
large cities and buying sections has 
been temporarily held up, and local 
dealers say it is because of this fact 
they have been able to buy and 
store in the Macon yards a suffi; 
cient supply to take care of the 
city’s needs for some time to come. 

Through the efforts of the Macon 
Chamber of Commerce a large fund 
has been made available for long-

O. D. Wells, S. M. Rogers ang E. 
M. Rogers, three inmates. of _§ the 
Federal penitentiary, are being de- 
tained illégally, according to a de- 
cision by Judge Samuel H. Sibley, 
of the federal district court.
